But the hide tanners 
keep the product from the food-mar¬ 
ket -by buying It in large quantities 
for use In their buslntt,*. Producers 
make more pt-eflt by telling their 1 
chestnuts for tanning -than by de¬ 
posing of them fer Food.—Harper's
